HIstary of Adair Coanty Development. 

No real systematic develop- 
ment for Oil and Gas has been 
done in the county until within 
the past few months, but several 
"strikes" have been made thru 
what might be tarmed aoeldsat 
la yeaia of loBg aoo^ hagiiiiing 
baei£ in the aiztiaa. a aeabar of 
ahallow weHa vara auk in the 
county to aaeofa anppHaa of salt, 
and ia many instances Oil and 
Gas were found in small quanti- 
ties, but the only wells of con- 
sequence reported at that time, 
a little over fifty years ago, were 
one drilled on the east side of 
town near the old fair grounds, 
which was <reported to have been 
a "gnihsr"; one en the 
CaapbaH .iarm ia the 
partof tlM aaaetr an wimt la 
knova aa Hanod'a Fork of Cro- 
cus Cnak; thia vaU waai aperted 
as "extra good**, and 00 was se- 
cured from it as late as 1907, 
at which time the flow becaftie 
obstructed by overflows from the 
creek; the Moss well, near Gra- 
dyville, was drilled in about the 
same time, with a very superior 
grade of Oil which tested S5 
gravity. Oil can atUl be obtained 
from thia wail; two s walla on 
the Matthew AnMtrong tan, 
located ui tlpa aootliani part of 
tlw^aiiitr an Qtoaea desk 
niar the mouth of Harrod'a 
Fork. These latter walla ware 
reported to have been good ones, 
one of them flowing for quite a 
period. Nothing more in the 
line of development was reported 
for over thirty years, when in 
1902 a well was drilled just out- 
side of Columbia on the Copqver 
fann, located oa tlie Borkeaville 
road and Pbttis Fork Creek, 
where a good flaw of Gaa was 
encooateiad at a depth of soom- 
thing near 700 feet. The well, 
after being on fire for some time 
was finaly plugged and abandon- 
ed, and notwithstanding It has 
been filled with mud and rocks 
for years Gas still escapes from 
it to such an extent that it can 
be lighted at any time. The 
next period of the suspensi(m of 
the davatopmant work covered 
sixteen yaan, iMmb in |918 a 
waH vaadigiad on the Jeffries 
farm, toeetad a littia Isaa than 
two miles southaaat of Columbia. 
A fine sand was encountered at 
a depth of 600 feet, and a good 
show, of Oil was found; ^ the 



nature, atitl anoogh mformation 
was secured to warrant the « ex- 
penditure oltime and money in 
development work, and within 
the past few months an aggress- 
ive drilling campaign has been 
inaugurated and is being pros- 
ecuted very systematically and 
intelligently. The operators 
who are now engaged in develop- 
ment worii ia tlm coanty, are:

Reliable repol'ts, including 
the U. S. Census of 1880, credit 
this well with having fio^d ful- 
ly 50,000 banela bafora being 
put under pomp. The pil from 
this weH ran down tim craakand 
into tlM ComberiBBd River in 
such quantitiea that the water 
was coated with Oil for a distance 
of forty miles, and catching on 
fire it presented the unusual sight 
of a "burning river" which ex- 
tended for miles, and which cre- 
ated intense excitement among 
thematives.

Nothing further in the drilling 
of wells is authentically reported 
until the year 1866, when a

near the mouth of Crocus Creek, 
a iho^ distance frmn Bakerton, 
on the Cumberland River.

the old Sh ar maa wall 2^16 feet 
deep, located oa the Boklar farm 
on the nqrth aida of Gooi^ 
berland Bivar, near Oh^d'a Land- 
ing, a few miles south-west of 
Burkesville, credited with a dai- 
ly production of 260 barrels; the

The outlook for production was 
so encouraging that the Cumber- 
land Pipe Line Company proceed- 
ed to build, and completed, a four 
inch extension firan Wayne coun- 
ty, a (tetaaea of forty aa&aa. In^ 
thehittsrpartof the year 1903 
thtfpsieaof esnda.OO waa down 
to six^ csb6 psr barrd, dsttver- 
ed at Somsrset. and it was cost- 
ing the operators not less than 
thirty cents per barrel to pro- 
duce it; also about this time im- 
mense fields were being discover- 
ed in the great southwest, and 
the men who were developing 
the Cambeiland field baeaaw ia- 
fectadwith tlM "Waatoia tav- 
er"aaitwaaBillai« eetil tlM 
t e ri it ory w aap tec ti adiy'ahiBdoe- 
ed.

NEW TEAR 

People of KJeW Zealand First 

to Give It Greeting 



TUE bixth of the new year, as 
we are well aware, is variously 
celebrated, bat. how many 
people know of the manner In wMeh 
the momentooa date is set? Do you 
realize that the new year is really 
hours old before the great bulk of the 
dvillxed world is able to celebrate Its 
arrival? 

Priority in rejoicing over the crvent 
Is actually given to the untutored In- 
habitants of the islands of the South 
Pacific. The first of the civilized worid 
to greet ISai was the pee^ of the tar 
away KeW Zealand^ Sweeping west- 
ward, the change of date crossed Asia 
and then the old world of Europe and 
Afklca before starting over the Atla^ 
tie to AsaerlCa. Onward it apei at the 
rate of a thousand miles an hour until 
the first day of the new year died away 
in the middle of the Pacific. 

In the United Stetes the Idea cf an- 
noondng teeadcast over the land the 
birth of the new year originated with 
the <^cers Id charge of the naval ob- 
servatory in Washington. Abgut 15 
years ago It was suggested that the 
telegraph c<»npanles dtepatdi at mM* 
n'ght from Washington a series of sig- 
nals proclaiming the exact mom«it of 
the new yefu's beginning. The Idea 
was taken up and signals were sent 
oat at mldni^t and at one, two and 
tbr^ o'clock in the morning follow- 
ing in order that each great time di- 
vision of the United States Aoald re- 
ceive its own appr^^te midnli^t 
signals from the capital. 

The practice has now become flied. 
The signals nsed are akin to those sent 
oat each midday. Iliese begin five 
minutes before the mtdnlght hour b7 
way of warning, and cover eadi secoad 
of the clock except the twenty-ninth, 
the last five of each of the first four 
mlnntss, and the last ten of the final 
aBlontew After this last long break 
there is a single prolonged contact, the 
bC|[lantng of whidi. announces the ez- 
a« instant of arrival of thf |»ew year.

2J25 seconds to cover the distance b^ 
twe^ Washington and the eoaat so^ 
vey station In Alalia— this tndndes 
relaying — and four seconds to let the 
Wellington observatory in New Zea- 
land knuw that the new year has 
reached as after Um celebratiOB has 
been-honrs old.
